On Wednesday, August 11, 19U8, the House Cc^ittae^''TM^merl- ; 
can Activities met in open session in the Caucus Room of the Old HouAe Office 
Building. Congressmen present an the committee included McDOHELL, HEBERT, 

MUNDT, NIXON and Chairman THCMAS. ' 

The first witness heard was HENRY COLLDlS^who was represent A 
by his attorney, HARRY C. LAHBERTON. After a short recitation of his background 
and education and service in the Army, COLLINS was then questioned concerning 
allegations of espionage made against him by WHITTAKER CHAMBERS . who previously 
has testified before this committee. COLLINS refused to identify Mr. CHAMBERS 
and stated he did not know Mr. CHAMBERS, He refused to answer the question as 
to whether or not he knew an individual in 1935 known only to him as "KARL" • 

The committee then pointed out to COLLINS that WHITTAKER CHAMBERS and "KARL” 
were identical and COLLINS again refused to answer the question whether or not 
he knew “KARL" . COLLINS refused to answer all other pertinent questions and 
''■^declined to answer whether or not he knew individuals including JOHP^ABT, ALGER 
VpfEiSS, DONAIS-^llSS, VICTOI 7 PERLO, CHARLES^^RAMER and J^ETERS alias ALSXAWtvR 
/^STEVENS * COLLINS was then permitted to read his preparea- statement . 

^ * 'Congressman HEBERT then asked COLLINS if he had ever been in- 
terviewed by the FBI .and-COIXINS answered in the affirmative, saying it was 
approximately six f/ears ^goV HEBERT then asked COLLINS what was the general 
nature of the interview ‘and COLLINS replied it was concerning some section of 
the law but he could not be specific as he could not recall. Congressman HEBERT 
then asked COLLINS if any of the questions of the FBI interviewing agents had 
been concerning Communism and to this question COT LINS stated he could not v; 
recall. \ 


/£, \ COLLINS was excused and thereafter the committee called EL IZA* 
Tgr.TE| *p_ nRwVrjr v as the next witness* The testimony offered in this session "By 
Hiss BENTLEY was confined to her dealings with the FBI as regards this espionage 


matter. 
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LETTER TO THE BUREAU August 11, 19U8 


BENTLEY related she first went to the FBI in New Haven in 
1916 end the testimony was confined mostly to her having received money 
from an official of the Russian Government inPctober 19li5. ~ BENTIEY iden- 
tified "AL" as being identical with ANATQ«^fSCM07, then Second Secretary 
of the Russian Embassy. BSNTIEY stated that GROMOV had paid her $2,000.00 
in $20.00 bills in New York City while she and GROMOV were under the sur- 
veillance of. agents of the FBI. She further testified that this $2,000.00 
in money was immediately turned over by her to two Special Agents of the 
FBI and she stated so far as she know, the money was still in the hands of 
the government. ~ 


Congressman MUHDT then pointed out to the committee that 
this $2,000.00 sum of money now represents something tangible and when 
questioned by Mr. MUNDT, Miss BENTLEY stated- that if necessary she could 
give the names of the FBI Agents to whom she had turned over the $2,000.00. 


In further clarification of the story she has told. Miss 
BENTLEY stated that over a period of one and a half years, she had worked 
for the FBI as an informant on this case and she stated she had been told 
on more than one occasion by agents of the FBI that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation had conducted investigations based upon her story and never 
had found any major point of discrepancy in her story. 


The committee adjourned at 11:55 A. M. and Chairman THOMAS 
announced that on Thursday, August 12, 19U8, the committee would take testi- 
mony from GEORGO&LVERMAN, CHARLES KRAMER and two additional witnesses un- 
identified at this time since subpoenas had not yet been served upon them. 
Chairman THOMAS announced that on .Friday the committee expected to take testi-

Ky name is Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and my present resi- 
dence is Harvey Cedars, N. J. I was born in Odessa, Russia, on 
November 27, 1893, and cane to the United States in- 1915. I was 
naturalized as an American citizen in 1927. 


I received the degrees of Bachelor of Arte from the University 
of Washington in 1920 and Doctor of Philosophy (Economics) from 
the University of California in 1932. I was Professor of Econom- 
• ic8 at St. Mary's College, California, from 1924 to 1930. Ih 
1931 and 1932 I was a member of the Governor's Commission on Un- 
employment and later was Director of Research and Surveys of the 
California State Relief Administration. 




From 1935 to November, 1946, 1 held various responsible 
positions with the federal government in the Re-Settlement Admin- 
istration, Maritime Labor Board, Form Security Administration, 
the Board of Economic Warfare and the War Assets Administration. 

In these agencies I helped establish a program of camps for 
migratory farm workers and promoted fair labor relations in the 
construction and maritime industries. During World War II I 
directed studies of the enemy's economic potential and helped cut 
the flow of strategic materials to axis countries. 

I am proud that in all the positions which I have held in 
the federal government I have fought consistently for the interest 
of the American people as a whole and particularly of farm and 
industrial labor. I am especially proud that during the war I 
was able to strike effective blows in the government service at 
our fascist enemies. 



Because I have never attempted to conceal my strong advocacy 
of the rights of the underprivileged and of all New Deal principles, 
I have been constantly harassed by groundless accusations of dis- 
loyalty. I was under investigation during almost my entire twelve 
years of government service. I was cleared by various agencies. 
Including the Chief of the Secret Service and Secretary of War 
Patterson, among others. I left government service late in 1945 
because the harassment continued. Since then I ha.ve been investi- 
gated by the FBI and have been the subject of a year-long investi- 
gation by the Grand Jury in New York. 


Neither the FBI nor the New York Grand Jury have taken any 
action against mo although they heard the same witnesses as this 
Committee has produced and, I am certain, thoroughly investigated 
the charges made against me by Elizabeth 3entley. 


The charges made by Miss Bentley arc false and fantastic. I 
can only conclude that she is a neurotic liar. I am and have been 
a loyal American citizen and was a faithful government employee. I 
am not and never have been a spy or agent of any foreign government. 


I consider the proceedings which have gone on before this 
Committee as a continuation of the harassment which has plagued me 
and interfered with my work and livlihood for years. I consider 
them to be motivated by political, considerations on the eve of 
a Frcsidcntlal election and the necessity to conceal from the 
American people the failure of Congress to act upon such masters 
as housing and inflation. If I committed a crime, I should bo^ 
indicted and prosecuted in the courts. Without such indie umenu ana 
prosecution my reputation should not bo smeared. 

In view of the continuance of the investigation Hew . 

York Grand Jury and the fact thp.t this Committee has indicated that 
it intends to call for still another investigation before a so- 
called blue ribbon grand jury in the District of Columbia, I must 
protect myself against this diabolical conspiracy. Upon aavicc o

Mr. Campbell requested that the Bureau immediately 
interview Mr. E. C. Ropes, who was formerly with the Department 
of Commerce and to whom the attached letters were addressed. 

He wants 
to determine all possible information which Mr. Ropes may 
possess concerning the U. Service and Shipping Corporation.

ASAC Belmont called from New York .at 9*50 a.m. onAugust 21*, 19U8, 
and stated that on the evening of August 23* 19U8* Nelsqn^E'rank had turned $; 3 N 
over to the New York Office another threatening letter directed to Bentley 
This letter was undated- It was enclosed in an envelope postmarked August 12, 
19i*8, at Lowell* Massachusetts. It was addressed to "Spy Author, B.'Bentley, 
c/o Senator Ferguson, House of Representatives, Washington, D. C-" The letter 
was written in pencil and according to Belmont, was poorly written and included 
many misspelled words. It read as follows} 

"Dear Betty, 

"Congratulations on your spy story, USA- You 
should have got four stars instead of a medal. It 
will be the last story you will ever write. We will 
write the last chapter. 

Signed "Sancy" or "Saucy" 

Mr. Belmont stated that there probably will be additional letters 
addressed to Miss Bentley. The New York Office desired to know whether an 
investigation should be conducted each time such a communication was received. 
He stated in his opinion it did not appear logical or practical to conduct an 
investigation unless it contained a real threat, thus bringing it into the 
purview of the Extortion Statute. Oa the other hand, Mr. Belmont pointed out 
that the Bureau should not expose itself to criticism by any Congressional 
Committee or the newspapers for failure to handle the responsibilities growing 
out of such letters. 

After discussing this matter with Mr. Ladd, Mr. Belmont was advised 
that the above letter and any subsequent letters which may be received by 
Bentley should be presented to the United States Attorney for an opinion as 
to whether they constitute a violation of any statute within the Bureau’s 
jurisdiction. Action on the Bureau^ p$rt s^uld be guided accordingly. _ . .

the Bureau herewith for the completion of the Bureau’s files. It will be 
noted that besides the inf ormtion furnished regarding the impersonation 
case Miss Behtley spoke of Communist activities in connection with her 
employer, the^J. S_. SERVICE & SHIPPING CORPORATION. It will be noted that 
her information^ the time of this interview regarding Communist activi- 
ties and Russian espionage was non-specific and, of course, no mention 
was made by her of receiving money, in any amount, from the Russ

inferred, that CHAMBERS had been institutionalized. A review of the 
information contained in the files of this office pertaining to Mr. Cham- 
bers does not indicate he was at any time institutionalized. For the 
information of the Bureau, in a report dated October 2, 19Ul, at New York, 
written by Special A p ent Hugh A. Page, Jr., entitled "WHITTAKER CHAMBERS, 
was, ESPIOIiAGE-R" , it is stated that CHAMBERS had a reputation in his 
neighborhood at Lynbrock, Long Island, N.Y., of being "queer" and staying 
very much to hins elf. Copies of this report were submitted to the Bureau. 


By letters to the Bureau dated October 5, 19U1* and April 1, 
191*5, in the case entitled ‘'WHITTAKER CHAMBERS, was, INTERNAL SECURITY-R", 
Bureau file 100-25821;, it is set forth that Mr, Chambers has suffered on 
occasions severe attacks of angina pectoris. This condition confined Hp. 
Chambers for several months during 19l*2 and 19l*3, and also for a short period 
during 191*5 , on his farm at Westminster, Maryland. The exact source of this 
information is not indicated. However, it is believed to have emanated from 
Hr.

Mr. Stripling. Could you identify Er. Jeaes Mendenhall? 

Mies Bon'clsj . Y6E. At that time ho v?.~ a professor 
in the Linoolo School, which le a part of Teachers College 
Columbia. Since than I believe he vent into the CPA, but I 
have also lert track of him recently . 

Mr. Stripling. Would you tell the Ccmuittee the clr- 
cuaetancee under vhich jo\i vers recruited into the Party? 

Miss Iv-ntley. Yea. I ht.c. cone beck from a year in 
Italy quite, uptot c.tout Fascist conditions there. On my 
return I met c. number of Communists of whom those tvo are a 
part, and they got bo into the A.J fieri can Lea u« Ageinst War 
and Fascism, vhich van intern r. ted in uy Imp ess ions of Italy. 

After that they gradually got me into the Communist 

Party. 

Mr. Stripling. Were you active In tk Communist Party 
or vsre you a rather passive tembor ? 

Miss Bentley. I would say just about medium, not too 
active, just an average run-of-the-mill mih ier. 

Mr. Stripling. Did your activity inc -ease at any 



particular period? 

Mi 8 s Pent ley, Yep, but net open Party activities, if 
that is vhst yen meen. 

Kr. Stripling. Miss Bentley, are you fcquaintea with 
an individual cr vere you acquainted vlth an individual named 
Jacob Colas? 

Kiss Bentley. Yes, I vas. 

Mr. Stripling. When did you first no e t Jacob Golas? 

Miss Bentley. In October, 1938. 

Mr. Stripling. Would you give us the circumstances 
under vhich you met him, please? 

Miss Bentley. Yes. I think about three or four months 
before I met him I had, through Columbia University, obtained 
a position with the Italian Library of Information, which I 
had discovered to be part of the Italian Government Propaganda 
Ministry. I had discovered they were circulating Fascist 
propaganda, and I had gone to Communist Party headquarters 
and requested someone who could use this information to be 
distributed to anti- Fascist organizations for their use. 

I was then introduced to Mr. Jacob Golas. 

Mr. Stripling. At that time what v&3 Mr. Golas 1 
occupation? 

Miss Bentley. I didn { t know until a year after I set 
him, but actually he vas at that tine and up until his death 

presidin'; ’> ' V j - 1 ' To ur.lvss, Inc. 
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Mr. Stripling. Will you describe briefly the type of 
organization World Tourist- vas? What did it do^ 

Mis3 Bentley. My understanding is it vs? set up in 
1927 vith funds supplied by the Communist Party C 3 a travel 
agency, ana that hr . Coles came into the organisation in the 
early ‘30 : s vhon it vae financially on the rockr, took it 
over, niad6 its prims purpose sending individuals end tourists 
to Russia, and made quite a bit of money during those boom 
travel years. 


Then in the late «30-s vhen travel fall off, they got 
a concession from the American office of In-Tourists, which 
is the Soviet agency in charge of parcels and packages going 
to the U.S.S.R., and their main business became sending 
packages to individuals in Russia. 

Mr. Stripling. In connection vith World Tourists, 

Miss Bentley, did you evor know a person by the name of 
Gerhardt tisler? Did you ever meet him? 

Miss Bentley. No, I didn't. 

Mr. Stripling. Did you ever know of anyone by the 
name of Samuel Liptzen? 

Miss Bentley. No. 

Mr. Stripling. I mention that, Mr. Chairman, because 


in the hearing before this Committee on Gerhardt Eisler it 
ver brought out thrt Mr. Eisler traveled to the Soviet Union 
under a pcs a port Jn the nemo of Samuel Liptzen. He carried 



vlth him a let tor signed bp Jo c^- v Onl g? which he presented 
to a Soviet egont in Paris ^ which arratiged for him to go to 
the Soviet Union. The passport vhich he obtained under the 
name of Samuel Liptzon did not indicate that ho intended to 
go to the Soviet Union. 

I have the letter hero and vould like to road it into 
the record at this point in order to identify Hr. Golas and 
World Tourists. 

The Chairman. Without objection it is so ordered. 

Hr. Stripling. The letter is dated June 17, 1935# 
addressed to In-Tourists, Inc., Paris, Prance. It reads: 

"Dear Mr. Tolotrav: 

"This vill Introduce to you Mr. Samuel LIptson, a good 
friend of mine, vho will ask you to arrange a trip for him 
to the 3oviet Union via the Soviet steamer from Dunkirk, 
Prance to Leningrad. Will you kindly use your Influence to 
secure the best accommodations for him and give him your 
best attention. 

"With personal best wishes, I remain 

Very truly yours, 

WORLD TOURISTS, INC. 

Jacob Golas, Manager."

Mr. Stripling. Did you knov him also as Nathan Gregory 
Sllvermaster? Was that his first name?

Mr. Stripling. The Bureau of Economic Warfare?

Mr. Stripling. Mr. Chairman, I have Mr. Sllvermaster ' s 


employment history, vhich I would like to put into the record 
at this point. Hovever, I do not want to interrupt her 
testimony right now. 


The Chairman. May I ask a question right there for 
the record? 

Vae Kr . Silvermas ter ever a vit-ness before this corsri 
tee or a subcommittee of this committee in executive ses- 
sion? 


Mr. Stripling. Mr. Sllvermaster -- Do you means 
Was he ever a witness before this committee? 

The Chairman. In executive session. 

Mr. Stripling. Mr. Silvermaster testified before the 
committee, Mr. Chairman, on May 25 of this year. If you voul 
like, I can read his ovn testimony as to his employment his tor 
in the Government. 

The Chairman. Do you want to just put it in the reoord? 

Mr. Rankin. I want to know where he ie now. 

The Chairman. All right, put It in. 

Mr. Rankin. Read it. Is he on the Federal pay roll nov? 

Miss Bentley. I have been told he is out of the Govern- 
ment. I think Mr. Stripling would know more about it than I. 

Mr. Rankin. Let's bring the Investigation down to date. 

Mr. Stripling. Mr. Rankin, he resigned last year when 
his salary was cut from $10,000 a year to $8,000. 

Hr. Rankin. He resigned what position? 

Mr. Stripling. I will give you that. At the time he 
resigned he was in War Assets. 

Mr. Rankin. You mean he was a member of the Communist

Miss Bentley, Yes. 

Mr. Rankin. An agent of the Communist Internationale?

Ha vas employed by the War Assets Adminis- 
tration after I knev him. 

Mr. Rankin. I am talking about last year, vithin the 
last year. As I understand from your testimony, this vas 
on the Federal pay rool, vas employed by the War Assets 
Administration and vas a member of the Communist Party and 
an agent of the Communist Internationale; is that oorreot? 

Miss Bentley. I haven’t seen him since the end of 
September, 19^. I can only tell you vhat he vas up to 
that date. He vas, during the time I knev him, yes. 

Mr. Rankin. He vas an employee, then, of the War Assets 
Adminls tration? 

Miss Bentley. Not at that time, no. He vas back in 
the Agriculture Department vhen I said good-bye to him. 

Mr. Rankin. But he vas in the employ of the Federal 
Government? 

Miss Bentley. That is correct, yes. 

Mr. Rankin. He vas a member of the Communist Party, you 

say? 



Hiss Bentley. That Is correct. 

Mr. Rankin. And an agent of the Conur.un' «? t lx. ter national©? 

Miss Bentley. Probably an agent of the KKVT vould be 
more correct. 

Mr. Raa.cin. Thao Is the Russian Communist Secret Police? 

Mies Bentley. That ie correct. 

Mr. Rankin. And the Communists are dedicated to the 
overthrow of this Government; is that right? 

Miss Bentley. That is right. 

The Chairman. Will you read that, please? 

Mr. Stripling. This is in regard to the question asked 
about his employment in the Government. 

He vas first employed in the California state Relief 

Administration. Then, he testified that in August of 1935: 

"I vas offered a position in Washington vith the Resettlement 

A d m in istration . X vas vith the Resettlement Administration 

from 1935 on. In 1937, I believe, I left Resettlement to 

accept a position *lth the United States Maritime Labor Board, 

and then in 1938 I vent back to Resettlement, vhioh vaB then 

the Farm Security Administration, vhere I headed the Labor 

Division. Then, I believe it vas June of 19*2 or 19*3, I 

transferred the Office of Surplus Property of the Procurement 

Division, and from there, by administrative changes, to the 

Commerce Department Office of Surplus Property, and from there 
by reorganization to R.F.C. 



"Mr. Stripling. Did you eay f by reorganization* ? 

"Mr. Silvermr-ster . Yes. Surplus Property Administra- 
tion has gene through a series of administrative evolutions, 
you might say, and the Office of Surplus Property of Procure- 
ment vas moved from Procurement. It had handled consumer good 
The consumer goods vas in one agency and capital and producer 
goods vas in another agency. I vas vith the consumer goods 
in Procurement, Treasury Procurement, in the Office of Pro- 
curement, and then the Commerce Department and then R.P.C., 
and finally War Assets, vhioh integrated all of the units under 
one administration." 

Mr. Rankin. Did the investigator ask him at that time 
if he vas a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Stripling. Yes, he vas asked that question. 

Mr. Rankin. What did he say? 

Mr. Stripling. He refused to answer that question, Mr. 
Rankin, on the grounds that he might incriminate himself. 

Mr. Mundt. Do you know where Mr. Sllvermaster is 
employed now? 

Mr. 3tripling. He Is not employed in the Government. 

He is under subpoena of this committee, and I think the 
committee will have him here. 

Mr. Mundt. Has he any connection with the United Nations? 

Mr. Stripling. No, sir. 

Nov, MisB Bentley, will you continue vith your testimony? 


We vere at the point where Mr, Ooloi had told pou there 
was an individual in the Federal Governin' vh: was- to furnish 
information to him. 

Mias Bentley. That is correct. 

Mr. Stripling . Were there other people in the Govern- 
ment in this group that Mr. Golos referred to? 

Miss Bentley. Thie was the first group of Government 
employees, the first Government emplcyses which Mr. Golos 
had taken on and which I, in the position of courier, -- 

Mr. Stripling. You were a courier? 

Miss Bentley. I was the person who made trips to 
Washington and picked up the material and brought it back 
to Mr. Golos. 

Mr. Stripling. How often did you come to Washington? 

Miss Bentley. Al>out every two weeks. 

Mr. Stripling. Can you name any other individuals 
that you know of your own knowledge were members of this 
group, this espionage group? 

Miss Bentley. Yes. Mrs. Silvermastor aided in it, 
although she gave no information. She helped with the 
photography end of it. William Ludvig uilman. 

Mr. Stripling. Was he in the Air Corps at that time? 

Miss Bentley. The first time I knew Lud he was in the 
Treasury Department. 


Mr. Stripling. Do you know what position he held in the

Miss Bentley. No, I don’t. 

. Mr. Stripling. Do you knov whether he vas ever In the 
Air Corps or not? 

MIbs B eatley. Yea, he was. 

Mr. Stripling. During the war? 

Miss Bentley. Yes, he was stationed in the Pentagon

Miss Bentley.' Yes. Villis: Taylor. 

Mr. Stripling. Where vns he employed? 

Miss Bentley. William vas in the Treasury. 

Mr. Stripling. Dc you knov vhat position he held in the 

Treasury? 

Miss Bentley. Ko, I don’t. He had a number of positions 
and he vas also sent abroad at various times. I believe he 
vent to China, I believe he vas sent to Portugal at one time. 
The Chairman. By the Treasury Department? 

Miss Bentley. By the Treasury, yes. 

Mr. Stripling . Were there any other individuals in the 
Treasury Department vho vere vorking vlth your group?

Mr. Stripling. What was the extent of his cooperation 
with your group? 

Miss Bentley,. He gave information to Kr . Sllvermaster 
which was relayed on to me. 

Mr. Stripling. At this juncture, give us the mechanical 
operations of the Sllvermaster group. Before you do that, 
in. order to clarify the expression "Silvernas ter group", 
were there other [groups operating within the Government 
collecting information on behalf of the Soviet Union? 

Miss Bentley. I had one other group that I handled, 
and I had every reason to believe there were other groups 
also. 

Mr. Stripling. What was the other group that you 
handled? 

Miss Bentley. We called it the Perlo Group. It vas 
actually an ex-CommunIst Party unit that I believe had been 
Bet up in Washington in the early »30s, and I gather, from 
vhat the members of the group told me, that they had been 
in a minor way collecting information for some years but not 
in an organized fashion. 

Mr. Stripling Do you knov this other grouo that you 
refer to which you Bald was set up in the early ’ 30 s — was 


that the group, or did you ever hear it vas the group, set 
up by Hal Ware? 

Mi b 3 Bentley. No, I never heard of the t angle of it 
before. 

Mr. Mundt. You call it the Perlo group? 

Mies Bentley. I call it the Perlo group because the 
ostensible leader of it vas Victor Perlo. 

Mr. Stripling. Where vas Mr. Perlo employed at that 

time? 

Miss Bentley. In the W.P.B. 

Mr. Stripling. Could you tell us vhat kind of pool tl on 
he held in the War Produo tion Board? 

Miss Bentley. I oan*t tell you the title vhioh I didn*t 
knov, but he vas in a position that vas handling airoraft 
production figures, because he had ready access to those. 

Mr. Mundt. Did he supply you vith those figures? 

Miss Bentley. Yes. 

Mr. Rankin. Were any Members of the Congress, House 
or Senate, in that group? 

Miss Bentley. No, I am sorry, no. 

Mr. Stripling. Miss Bentley, vhen vas this you vere in 
oontact vith Victor Perlo when he vas in the War Produotion 
Board — ’43 and ’44? 

Miss Bentley. I took that group over in about, I think, 
March of 1944. 
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Mr. Stripling. Mr. Chairman, if the comr.it tec deair-sa, 
I shall read into the record the employment history of Mr.

Mr. Stripling. Mr. Chairman, I shall read other informa- 
tion regarding hia background, which has been obtained by the 
investigation conducted by the staff of this committee. 

Victor Perlo. The above-named individual was born on 
May 15, 1912, in New York City. His parents were both born 
in Russia. His father's name vaa Samuel and his mother's name 
vas Rabhel. Mr. Perlo attended school in Fluehing, Rev York. 
In 1931 he received tin AB Degree from Columbia University, 
and in 1932 he received an MA Degree. From June, 193°# 
until July, 1930, Mr. Perlo vas employed as a bank olerk 
in New Y>rk City. In 1931 and 1932 he vas employed by a 
boys' oamp in Massachusetts. From September, 1933 , until 
June, 1935, Mr. Perlo vas employed by the K.R.A. From June, 
1935 , until October, 1937 , Mr. Perlo vas employed by the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board. From October, 1937, until 
September, 1939, Mr. Perlo vas associated vith the Brookings 
Institute. From September, 1939, until September, 19^0, 

Mr. Perlo vas employed by the Department of Cammeroe. From

employed by the Advisory Council on National Defense of the 
O.P.A. From February 17, 19*3 until hay 1, 19*2, Mr. Perlo 
vas employed by the War Production Board.

Perlo vas employed by the Civil 
Production Administration. Beginning December 1*, 1945, Mr*. 
Perlo vas employed by the Treasury Department, Office of 
Monetary Research, vhlch vas the agency Harry Dexter White 
headed .

August 16, 19*1 until May 17, 19*3, be was employed by the 
War Production Board in its Bureau of Research and Statistics. 
From May 18, 19*3 until July 3, 19**, be was employed by the 
Tools Division of War Production Board. July *, 19** 

March 19*6, he was employed in the District of Columbis by 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. Magdoff was 
employed by the Office of the Secretary of Commerce about 
April 19*6 until December 17, 19*6. Since the letter date 
he has been employed by the Rev Council of American Business

We have a memorandum 
which states that after hearing Mr. Sllvermaster they were 
refe - red to Lauchlln Currie to get the true facts on Silver- 
master. After conferring with Lauchlln Currie, Mr. Silver- 
master remained in his employ. That is according to the 
files of the Civil Service Commission. 

Miss Bontley. May I say something, Mr. Stripling?

Miss Bentley. It was definitely from my own knowledge 
due to Mr. Currie’s influence that Mr. Sllvermaster was not 

ousted from his- job Ir; the F.E.W. hot was jirmJ tted to re turn

before the committee, that there was some inf ' ueace Involved 
because the record was very straight as to Mr .

Mr. Charles Kramer, whose name is Charles Krivltsky, was 
staff director on the Education and Labor Committee, according 
to our Information, and Senator Pepper was chairman of the 
subcommittee.

Was this man Currie, whom you say was employed in the 
White Ecu 3e — was he under David K. Niles?

Hr. Stripling. John Abt? 

Idlse Bentley. About 103rd Street, I think it is. I don’t 
know the exact number. 

Mr. Stripling. But your regular job, so to speak, as 
a courier, was In collecting the information from the Silver - * 
master group here In Washington. 

Miss Bentley. From the Silvermaster group and various

Mr. Stripling. Could you elaborate on the military 
information which you secured from the Silvermaster group? 

Miss Bentley. Well, the military information came largely 
from G eorge Silverman and Ludwig U liman, and, as I said, it 
was information of the most varied things you could think of.

Mostly inside policy data on what ve 
were planning in the way, as I said, of invasions and action 
in Europe. 

Mr. Stripling. Going back for a moment, you gave John 
Abt’s address as Central Park West. Was it 444 Central Park 
West, New York City? 

Miss Bentley. It could have been. I don't remember. 

I only went there twice I think it was. It was around 103rd 
Street. Would that be about right? 

Mr. Stripling. Did you ever meet an individual by the 
name of Edvard Heuhaus? 

Miss Bentley. Ho, I am sorry.

Miss Bentley. Mr. Golos gave it to me, and I gave it 
to them.

tion. 


Mr. Stripling. What was the U.S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation? 

Miss Bentley. That was an organization which had a 
contract with Intourist Moscow for the forwarding of packages 
to individuals in the U.S.S.R. 

Mr. Stripling. You have no Information as to how this 
information was transmitted to the U.S.S.R. other than 
that it was turned over to an individual by the name of 
Charlie? 

Miss Bentley. That was during Mr. Oolos 1 lifetime. 


Mr. Stripling. Yes. After Y.r . Gor?h? died, whet did 
you do with the information? 

Kiss Bentley. During the years 19^1, ! ^2 and Ji *3, 
before Hr. Qolos died, he made alternate arrangements for me 
to meet contacts, off and on, just in case anything happened 
to him; and I would have to carry on, and I had an appointmen 
with one of these individuals a few days after Mr. Solos* 
death, when I met her, and she said that she had a new boss 
for me to meet, and Introduced me to an individual who 
called himself Bill.

University under vhou I am ashamed to cay I once studiod 
as a student at Columbia, introduced you to Communism. 

Miss Bentley. Yes. 

Mr. Mundt. What were the overt step3 you took by vhich 
you became a Communist? 

Miss Bentley. I am afraid that is an awfully diffioult 
question to answer . Thinking back on it, it is rather hard 
to remember my Btate of mind at that particular moment. As 
I said, I was quits infuriated with what I had learned about

and, as I said, I gradually got Into that, and gradually there 
I met Commurusts, both in Columbia and dovntovn, and gradually 
my ideas bogm to change. I suppose, in a vay, I vas a very 
confused liberal, and, unfortunately, ve confused liberals have 
a tendency to look for guidance somo place and a tendency to 
admire efficient people vho knov where they are going and seem 
to be doing a good job In the right direction.

badly that there were leaks here and there, and that I was in 
dangerouB position, so would I kindly go out of circulation as

I don't know hov many people ho has under him. All I want 
to do is to ask tho witness some ruinations about this man 
Remington’s being a Communist, vluv 3ho knows about his 
being a Communist, and to bring out the same facts with 
reference to him that you have brought out with reference 
to this man Currie, who used to bo ono of the assistants In 
the White House, and these other Individuals. I want to 
try to get that information. 

To try to block this Investigation at this time, when 
this may be the only opportunity that ve may have to question 
this witness, is certainly back-pedaling so far as the record 
of this Committee is concerned. Her testimony has shown an 
Interlooking with the Communist Internationale of people 
on the Federal payroll. Some of them are in key positions, 
e nd evidently in sympathy with their program to wreck this 
Government. To say that you are going to refuse to investi- 
gate, in the vague hope that a Sena to committee will do your 
work for you, to me that Is pathetic. 

During all the years that the Dies Committee, and 
this Committee on Un~ American Activitios have been investigat- 
ing and exposing these Reds, this is the first time so far 
as I knew that any investigation has boen made by a Senate 
committee, and so far as I am concerned, I am going to vote 
against the motion. To try to close the lips of this witness 
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Ccmittre i ror. asking qu< r.t * ; '. r ; 
vith the Communist Party -- 1 f he 
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h<" Is dangcrcv.r’ , I moan 
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I am not villlng to abdicate ny prerogatives to make 
these investigations merely because the Senate Committee 
proposes to make a similar invest igatlon, seeing that they 
have gone on all these years without taking such a step. 

Nov, Mr. Chairman, I am going to vote against the 
motion. I only regret that ell the other minority members 
are not here to join us.

Mr. Rankin. No, If I am going to be dictated to as to 
what questions I shall ask about those Communists who are 
here trying to undermine tho Government, I submit, the Committee 
might as well adjourn. 

The Chairman. Mr. Rankin, you and I have served on 
this Committee for a long time. We have had our disagreements, 
and ve have agreed on many things. You know, Mr. Rankin, well 
down deep in your heart that this Committee is not going to 
whitewash anybody or anything, and you also know that this 
Committee has done a very big job, a very big Job, and espec- 
ially a big Job in the last tvo years. We have been unearthing 
your New Dtalers for two years, end for eight years before 
that. 

Mr. Rankin. I know the 3eonto is busy now nagging the 
white people of tho South, and all of the FEPC, and all this 
communistic bunk. 

Tho Chairman. Havo you any questions that you want to 
ask this witness? 


Mr. Rankin. Not unless I am able to ask her the 


questions that I want to. 
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Mr. retort. Mr. Che Ire. r r., 1 vnul? llkr to pursue 
further the questions that Mr. Mandt propounded In connection 
vlth the witness ’ activities In joining the Communist Party. 

Were you persuaded to join tho Conmunist Party by 
members of the Party? 

Miss Bentley. Yes. 

Mr. Hebert. What arguments did they use vlth you In 
persuading you to Join? Let mo interrupt you and tell you 
the reason for that question. The reason Is this: I believe 

that the best method of procedure is that an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure. This Coimalttee has been 
trying to find out vhat makes the CommunistB tick, and vhy 
they are spreading, as they are spreading* It is my belief 
that education — ve know vhat appeals the Communists are 
making to native-born Americans liko yourself veil able to 
combat the evil. That is the reason I ask you the question. 

What persuaded you, a native-bern American, an American 
citizen, a highly educated American citizen, vho should have 
known better, educated in tho schools that you were educated 
in, vhat persuaded you to join up vith the Communists? 

Miss Bentley. It is so long ago that I am trying 
very hard to remember tho arguments that they did put to me 
at that time. They were the same arguments, I think, that 
they put to almost any liberal vho la dissatisfied vith 
various conditions in this country which, of course, exist. 
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and thore is no denying th i’- 

Their final argument vas, "if you feel like a liberal, 
and if you feel that these conditions are had, then you should 
ally yourself with the group that will be strong and disciplined 
and Intelligent and that could really do something about these 
conditions ." 

As for vhether it vas American or not, they represented 
themselves to be an American party. 

Mr. Hebert. How did they propose to overcome — to 
impose their system on the American people, without the over- 
throw of the American form of government? 

Miss Bentley. That van not mentioned at all in those 
days, possibly because that vas during Earl Browder "*8 regime, 
at which point you will remember they did not come out in the 
open with any revolutionary program. We were told that the 



only solution was education, that people must be taught, so 
that we would finally get a majority of American people to 
vote that particular regime Into power. 

Mr. Hebert. You mentioned that you were very much 
exercised about the growth of Fascism. 

Miss Bentley. Yes, I was. 

Mr. Hebert. What is your distinction between a dictator- 
ship of Fascism and a dictatorship of c oaucunlsm? 

Miss Bentley. I see very little difference right now. 

Mr. Hebert. Why did you go to communism, when you now

No, but you must remember that I had 
lived a year in Italy, under a Fascist government, vhere 
almost everybody sneaked around corners and vhlspered In 
everybody else* a ears. 

Mr. Hebert. ftit you had lived long enough in America, 
and you had been educated in American schools? 

Miss Bentley. Yes, that is correct. 

Mr. Hebert. And that education had so little influence 
on you ? 

Miss Bentley. I knev so little about American Govern- 
ment, and I vas so very little schooled as to the American 
Government. 


Mr. Hebert. You say you knew very little about the 



American Government? 

Miss Bentley. Yes. 

Mr. Hebert. Did not they have courses in Columbia? 

Miss Bentley. Ho, they did not teach It. 

Mr. Hebert. What van your elementary education? 

Miss Bentley. The same as anybody else's, but I 
changed schools so often due to the fact that ray family moved, 
that I seemed to avoid American history and civics courses. 

Mr. Hebert. So you grev up as a typical young vom&n, 
an American ohild in American schools, vent to a very renowned 
institution, Vessar, and vent to another famous Institution, 
Columbia, and through all those years, you were never exposed, 
or put in contact vith vhat American history vas, vhat 
America stands for, and vhat our form of government vas? 

Miss Bentley. Ho, I never vas. 

Mr. Hebert. That is vhat I am trying to find out, 
vhere our fault is in the system of education. 

Miss Bentley. I think it is the fault that runs 
straight through it because there are numerous people like 
myself vho have been brought up like myself, vho have not 
the slightest comprehension of vhat America is really like, 
nor vhat it means to live in a democratic country under 
a democratic system. 

Mr. Hebert. I think that is a great contribution 
which you have made there in that statement, and that is 



exactly vhat I or., prj '..iig arrive at. ■ 

Nov, let me ask you one other question. In thl3 I 

desire of yours to live the idealistic life and bring a 1 

better world about, did it ever appeal to you, with your 
Intelligence, with your education., even though not educated 
in the American form of government or the democratic fora 
of government, did it ever appeal to you that you were doing 
something wrong when you were meeting people and handing them 
secret information during the war? 

Miss Bentley. No, It would not. )] 

Mr. Hebert. That never appealed to you? 

Miss Bentley. Not until I discovered what sort of a 
thing I was mixed up in. 

Mr. Hebert. How old were you when you started this 
maneuvering, this espionage? 

Miss Bentley. That was about seven years ago. 

Mr. Hebert. Veil, you wore above 21 -- I will not ask 
you for your exact age -- but I want to know whether or not 
you were a mature individual. 

Miss Bentley. I think you may be physically mature, 
and many times you are not mentally mature. 

Mr. Hebert. I do not think that Columbia or Vaasa r 
would like that for their graduates to say that they were 
not mentally mature after their graduation, do you?

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Kr. RankWi. I do not want to see ycm got too far 
out on a limb on this education proposition. But almost 
every high educational institution, every institution of 
higher learning in this country, has a Conmiunist professor 
on their payroll, and they are poisoning the minds of the 
students of this nation today, so I am not sure that it ia 


purely a question of education. I noticed that some of the 
smartest ones ve have seen, and some of those -- this 
Professor Adler, that I tried to bring out his name this 
morning, going around and preaching that ve must get rid 
of the United States. 

Hr. Hebert. I am not getting out on a limb. I am 
nailing ths limb firmly to the tree. 

Hr. Rankin. What I am trying to say is that ve have 
a vorld of Communist professors in our educational system, 
and they are poisoning the minds of the young students of 
this country. 

Hr. Hebert. That is absolutely correct, and I vant 
to find out vhere this education starts. It is to our own 
indictment that in our elementary schools ve do not take the 
child up and teach the child vhat Americanism is, and vhen 
he grovs up and gets to a school of higher learning, such 
as Vassar or Columbia, vhich I think General Eisenhcver has 
a big thing to do to clean that place up -- 

Hr. Rankin. Do you see vhere the Communists have 



c-ttobliahcd a scholarship thro-;;? 


Nr. Hobort. That is criminal. I think as Americans 

vho are interested in this, without any fanfare or fireworks, 

or anything, were to get down to the meat of the cocoanut, 

and I think it Is incumbent upon us right at this time as 

far as we can as individuals in our own individual community, 

that ve should start during the week-end to take our children 

from the time that they can speak to show them what Americanism 

* 

is, and what it stands for, and I was very much interested 
to find this out from this witness today, that she vaa so 
devoid of knowledge as to what her oountry meant to her, that 
she was ready to commit acts of treason against her oountry 
In time of war. She says she did it under the guise of 
devotion. I will take her word for that, but I cannot oonoeive 
in my own mind of any witness or any individual, or any 
person with the educational background of this witness, not 
knowing right from wrong. 

Mr. Rankin. Hot even Remington.

The Chairman. Mr. Hixon. 

Mr. Hixon. Mias Bentley, you have testified that 

you — 

Mr. Hebert. May I interrupt one second to bring this 


to the attention of the Committee, which I am sure the 
Chairman will be interested in. That this very fine pamphlet 
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a series and vhich shovs vhnt I Men, tho "100 Questions of 
Communism" , is being distributed to the Nev Orleans public 
schools and parochial schools by the Archbishop of Nev Orleans,] 
and the Superintendent of Public Schools in Uev Orleans, 
so that the children will Immediately bo cognizant of vhat 
communism is, and they vlll knov tho evil forces at vork, 
and I may say this, too. In connection with our higher schools 
of learning. I am from Tulene, end to my chagrin, there 
are more Communists who infest that place than Americans. 

There is one man named Fletcher, In that connection, Mr. 

Kundt, one man named Fletcher vho taught tho Communist line 
to the students of Tulano University, and vho is nov on leave 
from that university on an appointment to the United Nations, 
and I cannot find out vho put him there . 

Mr. Rankin. When you sey the university, you mean 

the professors. 

Mr. Hebert. The professors. 

Mr. Nixon. Miss Bentley, you testified that among 
those vlth vhom you had come dealings during the period that 
you vere vorking vith this ring, was one Lauchlin Currie, 
vho vas in the White House, on the White House staff at that 
time, I believe? 


Miss Bentley. Yes. 

Mr. Nixon. Do I understand thet you met Mr. Currie 
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personally? 




Miss Ecntley. No, I 'UN " t . 

Mr. Nixon. 'whet connect i'-'r: d i d you have with hire" 

Mise Bentley. The Inform? t ! ~n that he ge.vo vas generally 
given to George Silverran vbo re 1 eyed that to Nr. Silvermaster 
or Hr. U liman or Mrs. Silvemfu- ter, end I picked up when I 
vent to the Silvermaster hour*-. 

Mr. Nixon. Hov did Silverman get it, did he get it 
directly from Mr. Currie? 

Miss Bentley. Yea, I understand that they vent to 
Harvard together, and verc great friends. 

Mr. Nixon. Was Mr. Silvornan connected vith Mr. Currie 
the same vay? Did they vork in the same office? 

Miss Bentley. No, I do not believe so. Hr. Silverman 
vas first with the Reilroad Retirement Board, and later vith 
the Air Corps, so I do not see hov there could be a job 
connection. 


Mr. Nixon. Hov did you knrv that Mr. Currie gave this 
information to Mr. Silverman? 

Miss Bentley. Because I ves told that by Mr. Silver- 
master and Hr. Ullman. 

Mr. Nixon. I see. And the information thet vas received 
from Mr. Currie via Mr. Silverman vas taken by you and turned

over to the Russian agents? 

Hiss Bentloy. That is correct. 
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Mr. Nison. That is correct. P « to any (.peclflc informa- 
tion that vas obtained in this manner, is it my understanding 
that you testified that the information concerning the break- 
ing of the Russian Code was obtained through Mr. Currie? 

Miss Bentley. That is correct. 

Mr. Nixon. How do you know that? 

Miss Bentley. Well, Mr. Silver-master told me that one 

day Mr. Currie came dashing into Mr. Silverman 1 a house, and

sort of out of breath, and told him that the Americans were 
on the verge of breaking the Soviet Code. Mr. Silverman, 
of course, got immediately — in due course, got in touch 
with Mr. SilvermaBter . 

Mr. Nixon. And Mr. Silvermaster conveyed that informa- 
tion to you? 

Miss Bentley. That 1 b correct. 

Mr. Nixon. Was there any other information, specific 
information, that you know of that vas obtained through Mr. 
Currie? 

Miss Bentley. Yes, some of the information on our 
relations with China -- I mean whether this Government would 
support Chiang Kai-shek, or the Eighth Route Army people. 

His value also lay, as I said. In helping Mr. Silvermaster 
into his job and easing him out of his Job, and so on. He 
vas sort of a friend of court. 

Mr. Nixon. He vas a friend at court in seeing that the

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members of the ring obtained positions in Government vhere 
they could be productive. As you indicated. 

Mies B entl®7. That is correct. 

Mr. Nixon. Mr. Currie vas the man to whom the members 
of the ring vent in. to see in tho event they vere attempting 
to get a transfer to a productive agency? 

Miss Bentley. He vas one of the people, yeo . 

Mr. Nixon. Vere there others vho assisted in that 
particular thing? 

Miss Bentley. I do not kno vho those other people 
vere. They vere upper people. Mr. White, of course, helped 
get people into place, and soma of the others. 

Mr. Nixon. Bo you know whether Mr. Niles participated 
in that activity or not? 

Miss Bentley. Not to my knowledge. I knov next to 
nothing about Mr. Niles. 

Mr. Nixon. When you obtained this information, aa you 
have Indicated you have from various people vho vere in the 
ring, who at that time vere employed in the Government in 
responsible positions, did they knov that you were going 
to take this information and turn it over to the Soviet agents? 

Hiss Bentley. Some did, some did not.

Mr. Nixon. Well, nov, those vho did not knov, vhy did they 

give you the information? Why did they think they vere 
giving to you? For vhat purpose?

They were undecided as to vhether Mr. Currie or 
not, but they suspeoted that he did. Others of them, I am 
not euro about. Some of them may have thought it vas going 
to the Communist Party Headquarters for use by Earl Brovder, 
or others may hare guessed the truth. It just vas not dis- 
cussed, and, therefore, I oannot give you the anaver. 

Mr. Nixon. You mean that some of these people might 
have given this information for the purpose of vhat they 
thought vas the purpose of merely aidiDg the Communist Party 
in the United States? 

Miss Bentley. That is correct, yes; that veb especially 
true of the individuals that I contacted, because they vere 
told by Mr. Golos that this information vas for the personal 
use of Earl Brovder in preparing books and in preparing 
policies of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Nixon. And then, as a matter of fact, onoe Mr. 

Brovder obtained the information, or once you obtained the 
information, hovever, it vas turned over directly to the Soviet 


agents? 

Miss Bentley. Yes, it vas. 

Mr. Nixon. So, ve have a situation then vhere those vho 



Hr. Nixon. (Continuing) -- of the fact that it vas 
going to a Soviet agent in every case? 

Miss Bentley. That is correct. 

Mr. Nixon. At the time that these events vere ooourring, 
that you vere in this particular activity, the Russians at 
that tine vere allies of the United States, vere they not? 

Hiss Bentley. That is correct, yes. 

Hr. Nixon. Those people vho did knov, as you testified 
some did knov, that this information vas going — 

Miss Bentley. Yes. 

Mr. Nixon. (Continuing) to the Soviet agents, 

as far as they vere concerned, did they realize that by giving 
that information, making that information available to the 
Russians, that it vas not in the best Interests of the United 
States? 

Miss Bentley. I would say that their point of view vas 
roughly the fact that as Communists they vere interested in 
Russia because Russia already had a Communist government. 

They vished for a Communist government in this country. 
Therefore, they felt that it vas their duty to aid a country 
vhich had a Communist government. They also felt that Russia 
vas bearing the brunt of the var. You remember, the Oermans 


drove straight through, that she 


vas inadequately prepared. 






and they told me that in the course of their dealings vlth 
the American Government they felt that there vere elements 
in the American Government vhc vere blooking aid in Russia 
at the time vhen they felt it vas absolutely necessary for 
her survival. 

Mr. Nixon. Vere they avare of the fact that by furnishing 
this information to Russia, that they vere violating the lavs 
of the United States? 

Miss B en tiey. i vould think so, because I imagine most 
of them — Hadn»t they signed affidavits or something vhen 
hey took these secret jobs that said you should not give out 
that information? 

Mr. Nixon. In other words, as far as these people vere 
concerned, they vere placing the interests, during the var — 
they vere placing the interests of the Soviet Government above 
that of their ovn Government? 

Miss Bentley. I vould say that vas correct, yes. 

Mr. Nixon. And vhen they furnished this information, they 



knev that they vere doing something which vas not in the best 
interests of the Government of the United States as it then 
existed, and as they worked for it. 

Miss Bentley. I hardly knov hov to answer that, because 
they felt they were acting in the best interests of the American 
Government; that is to say, the elements which they approved of. 


Mr. Nixon. I see. 
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Hi as Bentley. But thoy Col - thuu thoTvbi'o acting 
again3t the elements vho were anti-Russian, 00 It Is hard to 
break the thing down. 

Mr. Nixon. They knew they ware not acting in the 
best interests or the aon-Corsnunist American Government? 

Miss Bentley. That is correct, yes. 

Mr. Nixon. And they would act in the best Interests 
of the American Government where they felt that that Government 
was serving communistic purposes] isn’t that the onset 

Miss Bentley. That is correct, yes. 

Mr. Nixon. And wherever the Interests of thiB Govern- 
ment oame in conflict with the Communist government, in effeot, 
they vould be willing to do anything for the purpose of aiding 
Communist government where its interests conflicted with those 
of the non-Conanunist American Government? 

Miss Bentley. I would imagine so, up to a point. It 
would depend. I don’t know how far these people vould have 


gone. 


Mr. Nixon. Veil, certainly, they were willing to engage 


in this type of activity that you have indicated. 

Miss Bentley. That is correct. 

Mr. Nixon. Of violating their oath of office, and 
obtaining secret documents. 

Mi sb Bentley. That is correct.

Miss Bentley. Yes, I knew that.

Miss Bentley. Certainly, because I felt that since I 
had been mixed up in this thing it was my duty to unscramble 
It, so to apeak. 

Mr. Nixon. And that is the reason that you did turn 
this information over to our investigative authorities? 

Miss Bentley. That is correct, yes. 

Mr. Nixon. I have no further questions, Mr. Chairman, 
but I would like to say -- Veil, I have just one other

Hiss Bentley. Well, possibly later, because there vas 
so much of it that had to be taken dovn and gone over*, so I 
vould set the final date a bit further than that, 

Mr. Nixon. About hov much later? 

Miss Bentley. I do not know oxaotly. 

Mr. Nixon. Well, say three months? 

Miss Bentley. Three or four months. Yes, beoause all 
of it had to be taken down in great detail and had to be 
gone into. 

Mr. Nixon. Well, at least, by February of 19*6/ vhioh 
vould be four months — 

Miss Bentley. I should think so. 

Mr. Nixon. (Continuing) -- the investigative agencies 
of this country, the Department of Justice, were fully aware 
of all this testimony that you have glvon to us today. 

MIbs Bentley. That is correct. 

Mr. Nixon. And it was in the files of the Government? 
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Miss Bentley, That is correct. 

Mr. Nixon. In other words, it la quite apparent, Kr. 
Chairman, that this information has been available aa to 
these Government employees for a period of almost tvo years. 
Mr. Mundt. It i» also quite apparent that ve need a nev 


Attorney General. 

Mr. Rankin. Does that apply to Remington, too? 

(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Nixon. Well, from that standpoint, Mr. Remington 
is still on the Government pay roll. I vould like to say, 

Mr. Chairman, that I have no further questions. 

I think that, although obviously we vould be orltioal 
of any person who would, of oourse, indulge in the type 
of activities which the people involved in this ring did 
indulge in — that oertainly this witness deserves the 
oomaendation of the members of the committee and, I think, 
of the American public generally for the courage which she has 
displayed onoe she saw what was happening in coming to the 
investigative agencies of this country and now in open 
session and telling her story. 

I think that these of us who have been dealing in this 

field with Communist espionage, and who know the ends to 

which the Communists vould go in attempting to see that 

such information does not reach the agencies that might 
prosecute them, certain know that 8he did take a considerable 



all of us for having taken that risk. 

Mr. Rankin. Mr. Chairman, I have one or tvo question*. 

The Chairman. Mr. Rankin. 

Mr. Rankin. You say that you never met Mr. Currie? 

Miss Bentley. Not personally, no.

Mr. Rankin. And no Communist has any regard for the 
truth, has he? 



Hr. Rankin. That la vhat I say. They have no regard 
for the truth. Vhen It suite their purpose to lie they 
Just as soon lie aa tell the truth.

Miss Bentley. That Is correct. 

Mr. Rankin. Nov, the thing that disturbs me is that 
you take the testimony, the statement of tvo men, Silverman 
and Silvermas ter, relayed from one to the other, about^ 
vhat this Scotchman in the White House, Mr. Currie, said 
about oommuniBm. 

Did you ever investigate to find out whether or not 
Silverman or Silvermas ter were telling the truth? 

Miss Bentley. Well, for one thing, in espionage rings 
you cannot investigate. They are built up on this particular 
type of flimsy connection. 

Mr. Rankin. Well, here ve have gone on all day — here 

is vhat 1 b distubring me — I vould not knov Mr. Curriej I 

am fairly familiar vlth the incunbentB of the White House 

and have been for the last 15 or 20 years. I do not knov 

him. I knov McIntyre and Steve Early, and all those gentlemen, 

but the thing that disturbs me is that here ve are voting 

by a vote of 3 to 2 to keep from inquiring about one man, 

.and yet ve have put this committee -- ve have put in the 

vhole day accepting from an ex-communist, vhlch you admit you 
are, testimony relayed through tvo Communists as to vhat this 
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Now, that looks to me as if vo are going pretty far 
afield when ve taka that kind of testimony a:. 5 charge all 
this up to Mr. Currie. When I glance over the list I see 
several that seem to me who would he more likely to have 
given, that information than Currie, vi.o occupied similar 
positions. But here ve put In a whole day, a whole day, 

smearing Currie by remote control through two Communists, 

* 

either one of whom you admit would swear to a lie just as 
soon as he would ewear to the truth if it suited his purposes, 
and relayed to you, who at that time vs s a member o* the 
Communist Party. We have come in here and put in a whole 
day with that kind of testimony about a man who happened 
to occupy a rather responsible position in the White House, 
and yet ve shy around and ve are denied the opporunlty or 
the right to ask a question about this man Remington, who 
is still on the pay roll. 




Hiss Bentley. Might I aay juut one thing in i/net respect? 
It Is quite true that Communists lie to the outside world. 

It is not true that the lie within the Party, particularly to 
the person whom they regard a3 their superior. They do not 
do that. That was what vas told me hy Mr. Silvermaster-. I 
have every reason to helleve that he was telling me the truth. 

I have no desire to smear anyone. I have simply told the 
facts as they were told to me . It is up to the Committee to 
decide whether or not that Is credible or not. 

Mr. Rankin. You certainly have an unlimited credibility. 
If you would take the word of any Communist, Silverman or 
Silvermaster, or both of them, and I believe you named another 
one, whom you relayed It through, who vas also a Communist, 
if you take that testimony as to what this man Currie, as I 
said, a Scotchman, has said about the Communists -- not it 
just looks to me as If we have gone pretty far afield here 
to smear this man by remote control, instead of getting some- 
one who heard him or who knew that he had made any statement. 

Nov, I am not defending anybody. Every Communist in 
the United States ought to bo shipped out of this country. 
Instead of opening the gates of Immigration, they should put 
them in reverse and ship out a boatload until ve get rid 
of these Communists in this country, those should be shipped 
out. That is hov strong I l>ol about It. If this man Currie 
vas doing this, he ought to have been ahot, and if he vas not. 
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to have been shot. If they wore making up this stuff, if 
it vas to their benefit to sneer Currie, they ought to bo 

shot . 

The Chairman. We will leave the shooting up to somebody 

else . 

Mr. Rankin. I would like to esk, and I am denied the 
right to ask you, one question about Remington.

Intelligent education is no ber to being a Communist; that

actually thousands of the leading Communists of America and 
the world are highly educated people who, by some means, become 
Communists . 

In your oase. It was a motto" of your emotions which 
led you Into this dismal world, and I think the Committee 
should recognize, and that ell Americans should recognize, 
that when you discovered vhet it was, you did the only proper, 
good and decent thing that you could do, 

I would like to point out to the members of the Committee 
that here in Washington and e] sevhere in the United States on 
the payroll of the United States are former members of the 
Communist Party who discovered their error, and when they got 
fair jobs, and good jobs, and decided that that sort of life 
was comfortable and easy, they slid out of communism, and 
did nothing to rectify the damage that they did. 

Mr. Chairman and members of the Committee, here is an 
American citizen who delved into thie business, and now has 
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the courage to valk through the valley of the shadow or 
publicity that she Is doing now, and I want to commend her, 
and I think that every member of this Committee will properly 
Join me in that, and I would like to make this point, Mr. 
Chairman, that I assume that her subpoena will be extended 
f <r perhaps another hearing to be held in the future, and I 
would like to point out to all the members of this Committee, 
and all the members of the staff of this Committee on Un- 
American Activities, they know that she has placed herself 
in a highly dangerous position. We all know, all of us on 
the Committee, that young women have disappeared from the 
face of the earth here in the United States because the 
Communists thought they betrayed the Communist Party. 

We know that they murder, they slaughter, and do 
everything; and I would like to suggest, Mr. Chairman, that 
in your closing remarks you order the operators of the 
Committee to bo available to her if she should need them, 
that the marshals in Nov York City, or wherever she should 
be, should be alerted, and the Attorney General, end the 


F.B.I. 

Mr. Rankin. I just want to say that I commend the 
lady very highly for coming here and giving this information, 
and one of the last witnesses tht I know of who turned and 
exposed the Communist Party before this Committee was a Negro. 
They had taken him to Moscow to teach him how to do revolutionary 
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v<->rk, hov to burn yar^h^u.-'cr., hov to blow up nams and 
essential materials, and ho set In that witness stand, and 
I realized that he vac going through the fczo uanger that you 
are going through nov . I know that better than anybody else 
on the Committee, because I get more threats than any other 
member of Congress, and n^t only I'd -I try to keep the Dies 
Committee alive, but I crested this Committee as a standing 
committee of the House. It has done more to expose the 
Communists in this country then any other agency, or all of 



the agencies of the Government combined. 

I congratulate you on coming and making this statement, 
regardless of the errors, and I think you are rather late 
in seeing the light, but better late than never, and I commend 
you on the statements that you have made, and I am sorry I 
cannot ask you any questions on Remington.

At approximately 10:30 a.m. today, ASAC Belmont of the New Tork y 

Office called regarding the physical surveillance which was being maintained 
on Alexander Koral at the Bureau's instructions. Mr. Belmont stated that the (J (• n 
Bureau had informed him on the night of August 5* 19i|8, that Alexander Koral v 

might possibly be the mysterious "witness "which the House investigating committee 
had announced publicly mould be interviewed and would furnish information which 
would break the Silvermaster case wide open. 

Mr. Belmont stated that an immediate cheek was made after the Bureau's 
telephone c all was received on the night of August 5 , 19U8, at the residence of 
Alexander Koral, 290 Empire Boulevard, Brooklyn, New Tork. All the lights were 
out and there was no activity at that time. 

The surveillance was resumed at 6*00 a.m., August 6, 19U8. At 8*25 a.m. 
Alexander Koral left his home and went to work at the Board of Education Building, 

1*9 Flatbush Avenue extension, Brooklyn, New Tork. 

At 8 * 1*5 a.m. two men got out of a cab and went into Koral *s home. One 
of these men was approximately 55 years of age, the other approximately 35 years 
of age. They were both well dressed and the surveilling Agents were of the 
opinion that these two men were investigators for the House Committee on ^ 

Un-American Affairs. At 8*55 a.m. these two men came out of Koral 's home and 
took a cab. m accordance with the Bureau's instructions, they were not placed 
under surveillance. At approximately 9*25 a.m. these same two men were seen to 
leave the Board of Education Building, 1*9 Flatbush Avenue extension, the place 
idler e Koral is employed. They again took a cab and it was noted that the \ab ^ 
crossed the Manhattan Bridge. Mr. Belmont was of the opinion that these m^*^^ 
definitely were connected with the investigating committee. 

Mr. Belmont asked whether the surveillance at Koral's home andnSf&ce

The following analysis has been made of this article in order to 
determine if it contains the same information that Gregory told Agents of this 
Bureau during the course of instant investigation. The pertinent paragraphs 
have been numbered and will be handled separately. OM 

At the outset the article stated that the informant was a rt striking 
blond, a New England-born woman. "(U) 

Gregory advised that she was born in New Milford, Connecticut on 
January 1, 1908. 

1. The article stated: "The woman, a graduate of an outstanding . 

woman’s college and one of the officials of a purported relief L\X) 
organization during the war, had been a minor Communist Party ' 
member for years, she told the FBI.” 

Gregory has advised that she graduated from Vassar College in 1930, 
obtaining an AB Degree. The purported relief organization referred to is un- 
doubtedly Gregory’s employment with the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation 
in New York City, which corporation was engaged in shipping food packages to 
the USSR. Gregory advised that she was a member of the Communist Party, Unit 1, 
Harlem Section, beginning 1935 until June, 1938, when she discontinued her open 
association with the Party. (65-56U02-220, pp. 1, 2, 8, 15) ^

The 
corporation was formed through negotiations had between Ear^/fJrowder, then the 
Hational Chairmap^of the Communist Party, USA, Lecj?Harris, an official of the 
Party, John H ./Reynolds, and Jacob U* Golos* The purpose of the corporation 
,i; ‘ was to handla all matters, including shipping and tourist business between the 
United States and the USSR* Golos assisted Reynolds, the President, in running 
the affairs of the corporation while he, Golos, was head of World Tourists*

y While employed by U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation, Gregory 

stated that she acted as a courier for Golos in connection with Soviet Espionage 
in New York City and Washington, D. C, until Golos died in November, 19U3* 

Prior to and subsequent to Golos 1 death, Gregory stated she served under persons 
' believed by her to be Soviet Agents. She said she obtained instructions from 
these persons and also turned over material to them. These individuals were 
known to her only by cover names. (65-561*02-220) 

Immediately after Golos' death Earl Browder, who had been working 
closely with Golos, instructed Gregory concerning her contacts with her sources 
in Soviet Espionage. Gregory knew that Golos had been close to Earl Browder 
and upon Browder's instructions, turned over to him for his information certain 
intelligence material obtained by her. Subsequently, through pressure exerted 
by the Russians, Browder's agents were taken over by the Russians and Gregory 
was removed from the picture by them in the Fall of 191*5. (tl) 


3. The article stated: "Reporting to her under various aliases and 

pseudonyms were some 50 men and women. Communists all, who ranged 
in rank from clerks in important government bureaus to one man of 
near-Cabinet authority." 

' Gregory, in her original statement in November, 191*5, named 5l indi- 

viduals in Washington and New York, who were known to her to have been engaged 
in Soviet Espionage for Golos and the Russians. 27 of these persons were then 
, employed in agencies of the United States Government. She stated that she knew 
- - ail of these persons by their full and correct names. This was borne out through 
4 , investigation. The only persons known to Gregory under aliases were her Russian 
superiors, other than Golos. Gregory's contacts ranged from persons in minor 
government positions to high administrative positions. ( m ) 

The man of near-Cabinet authority referred to in the article is believed 
to be Harry Dexter White, the former Assistant Secretary of the Treasury under 
f*’, Henry Morgantheau, Jr. (65-561*02-220)

mation, plans and details, figures and statistics, top secret

Ihe information contained in the above paragraph is substantially correct. 

5. The article stated: "She woman, now employed in New York City in a 

modest clerical position, eventually became appalled at the enormity 
of the crime she and the other were coranitting." 

6. The article stated: "In 1945, aware that the once small service 

she gladly had been giving the Communist Parly had mushroomed into 
a gigantic, treasonable assignment for the Soviet Union, she went 
to the FBI. " 0*) 

The statement that the informant became appalled at the enormity of the 
crime she and the others were committing and the information set out in paragraph 
6 is not consistent with information furnished by Gregory, OO 

Gregory stated that she discontinued her activities in Soviet Espionage 
because all of her contacts were taken over by the Russians and further, because 
of threats she had received from Lem Harris, the Financial Director of the 
Communist Party in November, 1945, wherein Harris stated that if she did not 
return to him the $15,000 that Earl Browder allegedly had put into the U. S. 

Service and Shipping Corporation, that he, Harris, would "blow her to hell." 

It was because of these reasons that Gregory came to the FBI. (65-56402-1 aid 220) 

7. The article stated: "Among the secrets which the woman and her ' 

agents turned over to the Russians were the first plans of the 
B-29, still under wraps, and complete data on R-D-X, a plastic 
explosive. She furnished the Soviet with almost daily figures 

on American production of planes and other war material. 





The information contained in the above paragraph is consistent with 
the information furnished the Bureau by Gregory, with the exception that she 
made no mention of "R-D-X, a plastic explosive." (65-561*02-220, p. 29) tu) 


8. The article stated: "From a White House official she learned 

one day that American intelligence officers were about to break 
the Russian secret code — a break, incidentally, which might 
have informed American authorities of the existence of the spy 
ring. The Russians, naturally, were delighted with this in- 
formation and presumbly speedily changed the code •" <-U) 


ThiSyAnfoimation tallies with that furnished by Gregory. She stated 
that Lauchlir/Currie, an assistant to former President Roosevelt, used to 
inform Abraham Georg^silverman orally of various matters. She said she recalls 
"on one occasion when Currie informed Silverman that the United States was on 
the verge of breaking the Soviet code." (65-561*02-220, p. 25) 1 tu) 


9* The article stated: "Working for this woman were such officials 

as a man high in the councils of the Office of Strategic Services 
(supposedly the most secret of all American cloak and dagger 
agencies). This man, wearing his Army uniform, would meet the 
woman on a Washington street comer and turn over secret in- 
formation to her." 

The man described as high in the councils of the Office of Strategic 
Services is undoubtedly, according to Gregory, Major Duncan CJ Lee, who she 
described as a close friend of General »illiam Donovan of OSS. She said that 
Lee was in a advisory capacity to General Donovan j that she met him at his 
residence and on the streets in Washington} and that Lee furnished her infor- 
mation orally re OSS activities. Nothing was mentioned by Gregory about Lee 
wearing his uniform. However, she did refer to him by his rank as a Major.

10. The article stated: "Others wor king for he r included a personal 

adviser of President Roosevelt, a high Army Air Forces officer, 
an official of the War Production Board, members of the Office-^ 
of War information and persons informed of policy from other 
strategic government agencies. 

The personal adviser to President Roosevelt referred to is probably 
Lauchlin Currie, who was an assistant to former President Roosevelt. The high 
Army Air Forces officer is undoubtedly William Ludwig/Ullmann, who was a 
Captain in the Army Air Forces and the boarder-photographer in the Silvermaster 
heme. The official of the War Production Board referred to co.uld have been one 
of the following, /according to Gregory's statement: Victor^erlo, Edward J. 
Fitzgerald, Harry Magdoff , Irving/iaplan, or William Walter^R^nington. 0*; 




Gregory at no time mentioned anyone who was employed by the OWI. She 
did, however, mention persons employed in other strategic government agencies./#/) 
(65-561*02-220) 

11. The article stated: “None of these people apparently received 

money for their spying activities. The woman explained that they 
turned over the information because they were loyal members of 
the Communist party.” C«) 


Gregory, in her statement, mentioned that Heler^Tenney, an employee of 
OSS, was the only person who received remuneration for her services. This was in 
the amount of $50 per month, which was not paid to her until as late as December, 

1914* due to Tenney's financial difficulties. Gregory specifically mentioned as 
to the majority of her contacts, that they were members of the Communist Party and » 
that she collected Party dues from them on a regular basis. (65-561*02-220, p. 1*0) 

12. The article stated: "Most of this information was channeled 
directly to Kussia. But when the woman received matters of 
special political interest she made carbon copies and sent them

Gregory mentioned throughout her statement that the material she col- 
lected from her sources was turned over to her Russian superiors. She also men- 
tioned that Golos and Browder were friends of long standing and that some of the 
material collected by her for Golos was shown to Browder for his information. 

Browder, at that time was National Chairman of the Communist Party, USA. 

(65-561*02-220, pp. 90, 91) Cu)
